As  a  Blister.— Apply  the  oil,  well  rubbed  in 

with  the  hand. 

As  a  Liniment. — Apply  the  oil,  but  do  not 

rub  any. 

As  a  Gargle.— Mix  I  part  of  oil  to  16  parts 
of  water. 

"When  taken  internally,  do  so  in  water  for 

horses,  and  in  sugar  and  water  for  man. 

Bone  Spavin. 

If  the  spavin  is  just  commencing,  apply  i  teaspoonful  of 
the  Infallible  Oil,  well  rubbed  in,  once  every  twelve  hours 
for  three  times.  On  the  third  day  commence  to  grease  wuh 
lard,  and  do  so  every  day  until  well.  If  the  spavin  is  of 
long  standing,  take  %  bottle  of  Infallible  Oil  and  %  oz.  of 
pulverized  cantharides ;  mix  well,  and  apply  the  same  as 
directed  for  the  oil. 

Splint. 

Apply  i  teaspoonful  of  Infallible  Oil  once  every  twelve 
hours  for  three  times,  well  rubbed  in.  On  the  third  day 
commence  to  grease- with  lard  or  olive  oil  every  day  until 
well ;  repeat  if  necessary. 

Curb. 

Apply  i  teaspoonful  of  the  oil  once  every  day  for  threw 
days,  well  rubbed  in.  On  the  fifth  day  commence  to  grease 
with  lard  or  olive  oil,  once  every  day  until  well. 

Thoroughpin. 

Take  2  balls  of  woollen  yarn  about  size  and  shape  of  a 
hen's  egg ;  bind  them  on  each  side  of  the  hock  over  the 
enlargement  with  a  strong  cotton  bandage,  well  wet  with 
cold  water  ;  put  it  on  at  night.  In  the  morning  remove  the 
bandage,  and  rub  1  teaspoonful  of  the  Infallible  Oil  on  the 
thoroughpin.  Repeat  this  treatment  every  night  and  morn- 
ing for  one  week.  If  thoroughpin  is  not  removed  by  that 
time,  apply  tho  strong  blister  recommended  for  Bono 
Spavin.  "    ,  ■

Wind  Galls. 

Adopt  the  same  treatment  as  prescribed  for  Thoroughpin. 
Ring-bone. 

Remove  the  hair  over  the  enlargement,  and  apply  i 
tablespoonful  of  the  following:  bottle  of  Infallible  Oil 
and  y2  oz.  of  pulverised  cantharides ;  shake  well,  and  rub 
on  once  a  day  for  three  days;  grease  well  every  day  after 
with  lard  until  well;  repeat  if  necessary. 

Side  Bone. 

The  same  treatment  as  for  Ring-bone^ 

Strain  of  €oum  Joint. 

Put  a  loose  bandage  of  hay  or  flannel  around  the  foot ; 
pour  cold  water  on  the  foot  wilh  a  watering  pot  for  one 
hour,  then  change  to  hot  water  for  the  same  time ;  remove 
bandages.  After  thoroughly  drying  the  parts,  rub  the 
foot  all  over  with  Infallible  Oil,  especially  over  the  heel  of 
the  foot.    Apply  the  oil  once  a  day  for  three  days. 

Strain  of  Back  Tendon. 

Take  i  pint  soft  water,  h  pint  vinegar,  i  oz.  saltpetre, 
mix  and  foment  the  tendon  with  the  lotion  for  one  hour ; 
dry  well,  and  apply  a  small  quantity  of  the  Infallible  Oil 
without  much  rubbing.    Repeat  every  day  until  well 

Sweeney. 

Foment  the  parts  with  warm  water  for  thirty  minutes  ; 
dry  well,  and  apply  i  tablespoonful  of  the  Infallible  Oil 
once  a  day  for  three  clays,  well  rubbed  in.  Grease  on 
third  day  with  lard,  and  do  so  every  day  until  well. 

Founder. 

•  Poultice  the  foot  every  night  with  the  following  :  Take 
i  gal.  bran,  i  turnip  well  boiled,  i  handful  of  salt  ;  put  it 
on  the  foot  hot.  Take  the  poultice  eff  in  the  morning, 
and  rub  the  foot  all  over  with  Infallible  Oil ;  repeat  night 
and  morning  until  well.

Thrash.

Corns. 

Remove  with  a  knife  all  the  bruised  sole  ;  put  some 
Infallible  Oil  on  the  place,  and  heat  it  with  a  red-hot  iron. 

Contraction  of  Hoof. 

Poultice  the  hoof  every  night  with  the  following:  x 
gallon  bran,  i  quart  hen  manure,  ^  pint  salt ;  thicken 
with  boiled  turnips  ;  put  on  hot.  Every  morning  remore 
poultice,  and  wash  clean  with  warm  water  ;  when  dry, 
apply  the  Infallible  Oil  around  the  coronet,  without  much 
rubbing.  Continue  this  treatment  until  two  or  three 
rings  are  formed  down  the  wall  of  the  foot ;  take  off  shoe, 
and  remove  the  extra  wall  every  six  weeks. 

Sore  Throat. 

Rub  i  tablespoonful  of  Infallible  Oil  on  the  throat  once 
a  day  ;  gargle  the  throat  with  x  pint  cold  water  and  i 
teaspoonful  of  the  oil,  well  mixed,  every  morning. 

Influenza. 

The  same  treatment  as  for  Sore  Throat,  and  give  the 
horse  i  tablespoonful  of  Sanderson's  Condition  Powders 
every  day.  Keep  the  patient  warm,  with  plenty  of  fresh 
air. 

Colt  Distemper. 

Poultice  the  throat  every  morning  with  the  following  I 
i  gal.  bran,  i  lb.  ground  linseed,  %  lb.  salt,  i  turnip  well' 
boiled  ;  add  sufficient  hot  water,  and  apply  warm.  Before 
putting  the  poultice  on,  rub  the  lumps  with  a  small  quantity 
of  the  Infallible  Oil.  Renew  poultice  every  morning. 
Drench  the  patient  with  i  tea.'  poonful  of  the  oil  in  i  pint 
cold  water  every  other  morning  ;  and  at  night  give  i  table- 
spoonful of  Sanderson's  Condition  Powders  in  soft  food.

Old  Sores. 

Remove  all  filth  and  dirt  with  hot  water  and  Castile 
soap  ;  then  apply  the  Infallible  Oil  'once  a  day,  getting  it 
well  to  the  bottom  of  sore. 

Fistula  of  the  Withers. 

In  the  first  stages  of  the  disease  blister  the  swollen  parts 
with  one  tablespoonful  of  the  Infallible  Oil  rubbed  well  in, 
every  twelve  hours  apart,  for  three  times.  If  the  parts  are 
discharging  matter,  wash  them  well  out  with  warm  water. 
Cut  it  open  with  a  knife  downwards,  and  apply  the  Infal- 
lible Oil  to  the  bottom  of  the  wound  every  day  until  her.  i 
up.  Give  the  horse  in  its  feed  every  night  i  tablespoonful 
of  Sanderson's  Condition  Powders. 

Poll  Evil.

Saddle  or  Harness  Galls.

Warts. 

Tie  a  stout  twine  around  the  neck  of  the  wart,  rub  the 
Infallible  Oil  on  the  head  of  the  wart  with  the  end  of  the 
finger  every  day,  and  it  will  soon  drop  off. 

Diphtheria  in  Man.

Calculi  in  Kidney  or  Bladder.

WHAT  TO  DO  TILL  THE  DOCTOR  COMES. 

In  the  absence  of  a  doctor,  or  when  our  remedies  are 
not  at  hand,  the  following  hints  will  be  found  valuable  : 

To  Stop  the  Flow  of  Blood. 

If  an  artery  in  a  limb  is  severed,  quickly  wind  a  hand- 
kerchief around  the  limb  between  the  wound  and  the 
body,  and  insert  a  stick  in  the  handkerchief  and  twist  it  as 
tightly  as  the  patient  will  bear.  Apply  cold  astringent 
lotions,  or  compressing,  or  some  dry  powder  like  wood 
soot,  to  help  stay  the  flow  of  blood. 

Nose  Bleed. 

Press  a  wad  of  brown  paper  tightly  under  the  upper  lip 
against  the  nostrils,  and  plug  the  n«s'*rils  with  cold  astrin- 
gents, such  as  alum  water,  etc. 

Fractures. 

Handle  the  patient  very  carefully  ;  if  to  be  moved,  let  it 
be  upon  a  shutter  or  board  rather  than  in  a  carriage. 
Keep  the  parts  injured  in  as  natural  a  position  as  possible, 
being  firmly  tied,  if  necessary,  to  the  sound  limb  or  the 
body.    Keep  the  patient  in  a  horizontal  position. 

Scalds  and  Burns. 

If  a  person's  clothing  take.s  fire,  roll  them  .quickly  in  a 
blanket  or  anything  handy  to  exclude  the  air  and  smother 
the  flames.  In  entering  a  burning  building,  to  avoid 
suffocation  creep  closely  to  the  floor  ;  remember  that  heat 
and  smoke  rise.  If  a  burn  be  blistered,  avoid  removing 
the  skin  or  opening  the  blister.  Cover  it  with  a  thick 
paste  of  starch  or  soot,  or  cloths  soaked  with  Infallible  Oil.

Poisons. 

In  all  cases  of  suspected  poisoning,  send  at  once  for 
medical  aid  ;  in  the  meantime  give  a  strong  emetic  and 
induce  vomiting.  A  teaspoonful  to  a  tablespoonful  of 
ground  mustard  in  a  half-pint  of  warm  water  is  a  quick 
and  safe  emetic,  or  a  similar  dose  of  ipecac.  Repeat  the 
drinking  till  it  vomits, 

Acids. 

Spirits  of  salts,  oil  of  vitriol,  aquafortis,  oxalic  acids, 
require  copious  draughts  of  water  with  alkalies.,  such  as 
chalk,  magnesia  or  common  whiting. 

Alkaline  Poisons, 

such  as  hartshorn,  chloride  of  lime,  etc.,  require  acids  to 
neutralize  them.     Give  vinegar  and  water,  and  excite 

vomiting. 

Opium,  orlaudanum. 

Give  emetics,  keep  the  patient  in  constant  motion,  and 

give  strong  coffee  freely.

How  to  Save  a  Drowning  Person. 

It  may  not  he  generally  known  that  when  a  person  is 
drowning,  if  he  is  taken  by  the  arm  behind,  between  the 
elbow  and  shoulder,  he  cannot  touch  the  person  attempt- 
ing to  save  him,  and  whatever  struggle£  he  may  make  will 
only  assist  the  person  holding  him  to  keep  his  head  above 
water.  A  good  swimmer  can  keep  a  man  thus  above 
water  for  an  hour.  If  seized  anywhere  else,  the  probability 
is  that  he  will  clutch  the  swimmer,  and  perhaps,  as  is  often 
the  case,  both  will  be  drowned.
